In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Ms. Holly Moore (applicant's representative) contacted the examiner 
requesting clarification with regard to the obviousness rejection of claim 2 and the obviousness rejection of claim 22 in 
the Final Rejection mailed on 10/13/2005. In particular, Ms. Moore pointed out that each of these rejections is made in 
view of the Larson patent and the Kawakami patent, and each of these rejections also refers to a patent entitled "the 
Tanaka patent". Ms. Moore wanted to know if the Tanaka patent is correct. The examiner reviewed the rejections and 
told Ms. Moore that the Tanaka patent mentioned in each of the rejections is a typographical error, which should have 
been "the Kawakami patent". In other words, claims 2 and 22 do not stand rejected in view of a patent entitled "the 
Tanaka patent". Rather, claims 2 and 22 stand rejected as being obvious in view of the Larson patent and also stand 
rejected as being obvious in view of the Kawakami patent. This interview summary was discussed with a primary 
examiner prior to submitting it for count. 
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
